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servation, and recommending its practice to its neigh- 

bor, when we are, very properly, drafting our men, 
women, and children into the ranks of:necessary, and use- 
ful world’s work, when every living person, of every sex, 
age and condition is bid to do their utmost “bit,” my at- 
tention was arrested by an editorial in the Pacific Dairy 
Review, anent the desirability of conserving the tremen- 
dous strength and wonderful vitality of the bull. To 
quote—“Behind bull strength, is nature’s law of survival, 
and behind that, the law of intolerance. Wild animals 
of most classes are naturally endowed with the disposi- 
tion among the males to destroy each other. It is the 
pent up, inherent wrath and strength of the dairy sire 
that presents the bull problem on many a farm, and that 
has made accident insurance a farm asset, rather than an 
expense. :

It is a little 
more trouble,” he continues, “to hitch the bull to a wagon, 
plow or cultivator, than to an exercising appliance, and 
once he is in front of a wagon, or plow.it is bound to 
move. If a bull team ever left a load stick in a bog hole, 
it has not been recorded, nor is it on record that one 
ever balked, or caused disaster in runaway. He may move 
a bit slow, but he moves something, whatever its denomi- 
nation in tons, neither has anyone ever heard of a working 
bull acquiring spavin, ring bone, heaves or other afflic- 
tions of the prevalent form of motive power on the farm.

A Day With the Holsteins at Manteca Farm 


By JANET MACDONALD 


in his swiftly gliding car over the California highway. 
Past fields, grain and fruit laden, through fragrant spring 
sunshine, enlivened by the song of the meadow lark, list- 
ening, meanwhile to the history of Manteca Farm, as told 
by Mr. Richardson we soon reached our destination. 

Manteca comprises 500 acres of hill, and vale, richly 
cultivated, dotted, here and there with magnificent spread- 
ing oaks, and commanding a broad view of the distant 
snow capped Sierras, it presented a scene of perfected 
loveliness unsurpassed in any land. As I gazed, I felt that 
a spirit of enchantment had found birth in the distant 
mountains, and floating forth, rested like a benediction on 
this lovely spot, selected some 50 years ago by the pro- 
genitors of the Henderson Company for a home, and 
where the individual members of the company had been 
born. It is, therefore small wonder that they are bringing 
to the perfection of this enterprise, all that wealth and 
intelligent effort can command. It is their high endeavor, 
to give to the world a perfected strain of lineal Holstein 
cattle and for that purpose they have consecrated this 500 
home acres, as a memorial to the beloved parents who left 
it to them as an heritage. 

Two hundred acres of lowland is planted to alfalfa, 
and watered by six wells. Each well is about 600 feet deep, 
and is supplied by an electric motor and a_ centrifugal 
pump. Each well produces about 900 gallons of water per 
minute, which is ample for irrigation. Water rises to 
within 50 feet of the surface of the ground with the pump 
running, which makes a lift that is sufficient for the pur- 
pose. The 300 acres of upland is planted to barley, oats, 
rye, beets, corn and other crops. As yet the farm has not 
produced enough feed for the cattle, but this year gigan- 
tic efforts are being made in this direction, and great hopes 
are expressed that this will be accomplished. 

The buildings are set on a slight knoll, the former 
location of the Henderson home, and a great deal of ex- 
pert advice has been followed in making them sanitary 
and convenient. They have cement floors, electric lights, 
whitewashed and painted interiors, feed racks, silos, feed 
cars and all modern conveniences. There are four milking 

barns, three 120-ton silos,

of individual maternity 
houses, 24 individual calf 
houses with a small yard 
for each calf, a cow hos- 
pital, a large implement 
shed, a horse barn, house, 
garage, tool house and 
various farm buildings be- 
sides two large feed barns 
in the fields with self-feeg- 
ing arrangements to feed 
feed to the dry stock and 
heifers in the various pas- 
tures. The equipment also 
includes a gravity water 
system and cement water 
troughs in the various 
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cheese factory, modern to 
the minute. 

The location of Manteca 
makes it practically ideal 
for dairy farming purpos- 
es. There is a_ perfect 
ridge along the edge of 
the creek upon which the 
milking barns have been 
built. This ridge, which 
is from 15 to 20 feet above 
the bottom lands, allows 
perfect drainage for the 
barns. Out in the feeding 
corrals, too, the land is so 
sloped that the drainage 
problem is practically no- 


thing. In the corners of 
these corrals are small 
groves of oaks, so that 


the cows may have plenty 
of shade, just by walking 
to it. 

Determining to_ start 
right, and realizing the 
value of obtaining the 
most perfect strains with 
which to stock and sire 
his herd, Mr. Henderson 
personally visited more 
than 90 of the leading 
breeders of the United 
States, and has been for 
the past two years import- 
ing Holstein - Friesian 
stock, many of the indi- 
viduals of the herd com- 
ing from the _ breeding 
farm of E. A. Powell, and 
of Stevens Brothers of 
New York. Mr. Hender- 
son is justifiably proud of 
his herd of famous bulls 
and so. first off we want 
to pay our devoirs, where 
they were due. The real 
simon pure autocrats are young and sport the following 
nomenclatures: Supreme Glista Pietje, born February 23, 
1914; King Lillian Walker Segis, born July 29, 1914, and 
King Pontiac Segis Inka, who is a few months older. 
Each of these royal potentates has his own “bachelor 
apartments,” and park or paddock. Upon arrival they were 
all invisible, but Mr. Richardson’s favorite, upon repeated 
calls of “Glista,’ came slowly and in a most dignified 
manner to the fence, or perhaps I should have said, to 
the footlights, and responded to overtures of endearment 
and eulogistic comment.

sell him. It is generally only a dispersion of a herd 
where it is possible to buy a good proven bull and in the 
last year we have had several instances of great proven 
bulls, such as King of the Pontiacs, Pietje 22d, King Wal- 
ker and one or two others that have gone into some lucky 
breeder’s hands by selling out of the herds in which they 
were owned. When a noted bull is thus offered for sale, it 
offers a wonderful opportunity of knowing in selecting 
a future herd sire just what individuals a bull will sire, 





[Note.—This letter, by our special writer, Harold McAlister of 
California, is by way of criticism, not necessarily adverse entirely, of 
W. E. Carroll’s article upon ‘Selecting Dairy Bulls by Comparison,” 
which appeared in the World July 21st. The World was very glad to 
print Mr. Carroll’s article which was based upon a study of this 
proposition covering a period of years. His method represents, of 
course, the ideal way to select a dairy bull. As Mr. McAlister points 
out, in practice, however, it is impracticable if not well nigh impos- 
sible to follow at all times the methods Mr. Carroll has outlined, and 
as we understand it, Mr. Carroll himself realizes that this is true.

in young bulls we 
have found a vast difference in their ability to get cows 
in calf, some bulls proving to be remarkably sure in serv- 
ice and those are the bulls that are to be more highly 
treasured than any of the stablemates in the herd. 

It has been suggested that a new bull should only be 
bred to a few cows of known breeding and then to be 
held in reserve until his first heifers From to freshen, 
when it could be ascertained as to whether the bull could 
be safely used generally in the herd. This plan has its 
disadvantage in being rather expensive in requiring 
several bulls to do a little service in a herd where one bull 
would otherwise be sufficient and it is also somewhat 
uncertain in its results for the first daughters of a bull to 
freshen do not always give an accurate idea of what all 
of his daughters will do at maturity. If a bull was dis- 
carded on what his first crop of daughters did as two- 
year-olds, many of our very greatest sires would have 
been sent to the butcher before they had an opportunity 
to prove their real worth. The daughters of some sires do 
not make good records until they freshen with second or 
third calf. 

It has been a great mistake, we think, with a number 
of breeders that they have kept too many bulls for the

HE food value of milk. Our president in his annual 

address touched upon a point it has been the privilege 
of the editors of the World to hear him expound many 
times in public during the past year. We refer to his re- 
marks regarding the proper basis to be used in deter- 
mining the price to be paid for milk. Mr. Aitken main- 
tains that the only equitable basis upon which to seek 
better prices for dairy products is the known food values 
they bear in comparison with other foods. To quote him 
explicitly: 

“My contention has been all the time that we were 
entitled to an increased price because the food value was 
there and that milk was the cheapest food in existence, 
health and nourishment considered, and that we were en- 
titled to a fair price based on the actual value of the prod- 
uct. It is this publicity, this knowledge of this value that 
is cere results, and we must not permit the agitation 
to lag. 

Mr. Aitken further quotes Superintendent Gardner’s 
famous statement that the butterfat represents only half 
the actual food value of milk in developing the idea. 

Here is a matter of great importance and one that is 
very often overlooked by the dairyman in seeking a bet- 
ter price for his product at the hands of the consumer. 
Too often we have based our argument for an advance 
upon the cost of feed alone. While this has an important 
bearing, for no sane manufacturer will sell a product for 
less than it cost to manufacture it, it is not the only con- 
sideration by any means. President Aitken’s idea that we 
must consider milk and other dairy products in the light 
of their value to the consumer, is an important one and a 
thought that we must not neglect as we go before these 
people with our appeals for better prices.

Encouraging Exhibitors 


HE cattle department of the New York State Fair 

again plans to make a feature of the special county 
exhibits. It will be remembered that this was given con- 
siderable attention last year but that adverse criticism 
was aroused through the fact that in awarding prizes 
undue emphasis was laid upon numbers rather than the 
quality of the exhibits. 

The World is very glad to note that the county 
exhibit feature is continued this year and that a different 
basis for awarding the prizes has been arranged. Not 
only are the prizes larger, totalling $1,700 but they are 
divided into five divisions ranging from $500 for the first 
premium down to $200 for the fifth prize. 

The method of judging the exhibits, too, is very 
satisfactory. Quality is given first consideration, an im- 
portance of 35 points being attached to it. Display 
is given 20 points, members are given 30 points 
and 15 points are set aside for educational features. The 
following description of how the exhibits are to be 
judged is given in the advance prize list issued by the fair. 

Display—To relate to the features of the exhibit as 
a whole, including size, impressiveness and arrangement. 

Quality—To be determined by the judges. 

Numbers—To be based on numbers actually shown, 
the smallest number eligible to compete being 25 head. 
head. 

Educational Features—To be judged on the _ basis 
of what the exhibit teaches (1) about the various county’s 
dairy cattle, (2) the cattle shown (breeding, record, etc.), 
(3) the improvement of dairy cattle as illustrated by con- 
structive breeding, etc. 

The rules provide that these exhibits may be made 
by County Farm Bureau, Grange or other county or- 
ganizations or by a local breeders’ association. The 
proviso is made, however, that in case a breeders’ asso- 
ciation having a membership in two or more _ counties 
desires to compete, the cattle may be drawn from two 
counties but no more. (Cattle shown in_ these special 
counties may compete in open competition in their re- 
spective classes. 

We see in these special county exhibits a great oppor- 
tunity to further the show ring interests of the Holstein 
breed in the state. These exhibits will bring the small 
breeder who is just beginning, into competition with others 
whereby the merits of his cattle from the show ring stand- 
point may be considered. He will learn the value of in- 
dividuality. He will learn something about how to fit 
cattle for the show ring. These exhibits rightly con- 
ducted will build up the show rings; and the good they 
will do any breed in respect to individuality cannot well

CHAPTER XVI. 

Care of the Calves—Time of Calving. 

I remember that about 25 years ago 
we often had in the months of De- 
cember, January and February nearly 
a full barn of dry cows, whereas 
March and April gave us a barn full 
of fresh cows. Times, however, have 
changed and at the present time we 
have in November and December a 
large number of fresh cows and in the 
months of, March and April but very 
few. What has been the reason of 
this early freshening of cows? In the 
first place, the milk prices are higher 
jn wjnter than in summer. Second, ex- 
perience on our farm has shown us 
that the yearly milk production is 
higher in the case of the early fresh 
cows compared with the later ones; 
the milk-giving period a little longer 
and comparing the ciphers of 1901 
with those of 1915, there is an increase 
of about 4 per cent in higher milk pro- 
duction. Third, we lost a good many 
calves every year that were born in 
the months of March and April, be- 
cause of calf diseases caused by differ- 
ent kinds of bacteria, the combating of 
which was not known at that time. 
Since, we have most of the cows fresh-

en in November and December and 
the loss of calves has disappeared also. 
I contribute this partly to the fact 
that in the months of March and 
April the temperature gets higher 
and this is favorable for the growth 
of the great number of dangerous bac-

teria, that swarm by millions in barn 
and shed. 

Nowadays, we take particular care 
of the calf on our Friesian farm. As 
soon as the calf is born, it is carried 
into the fresh air, the naval cord is 


dipped in an iodine solution and closed 
by a string, then the calf is rubbed 
dry with some hay and afterwards put 
in a separate quarantine stall, which is 
regularly disinfected by means of lime. 
Here the calf is left about three or 
four days and afterwards brought into 
the calf barn. As soon as the calf is 
born, we give it a pint of the mother’s 
milk and repeat this after six hours. 
The next three days the calf gets a 
pint of the mother’s milk at four in 
the morning, at noon and at eight at 
night. We keep the calves hungry 
during the first days, as the reader 
sees from the small quantities of milk 
they get. Overfeeding of the young 
calf is often the cause of its death, let 
it, therefore, bawl for more milk. The 
calf is never allowed to run with its 
mother. 

It is very important to feed the calf, 
as soon as it is born, some of the 
colostrum or beastings of the mother. 
This changes the alkaline reaction of 
the stomach into a sour one. At the 
same time, the stomach becomes stim- 
ulated, internal secretions excited and 
the calf troubles as scours, polyarth- 
rite, etc., are mostly avoided. The

On the other hand it is seldom that 
a bull can eVer be very popular or 
amount to very much when he is only 
one of the number of herd _ sires. 
It is far better to put the money paid 
for several herd sires into one ex- 
ceptionally good herd bull and give 
him the opportunity accorded to all 
the others. There is very little dan- 
ger of a bull not proving to be a 
sire of good producers providing he 
comes of great producing ancestry 
and is bred to a number of good cows. 
There have been a few well bred bulls 
in the past whose daughters have 
made poor records, but we think that 
it is mainly because their daughters 
were not developed properly or were 
out of poor dams rather than _ be- 
cause of lack of prepotency on part 
of the bull. In fact we have never 
known of a single instance where a 
great bred bull given the proper op- 
portunity has failed to make good. 
The circumstance that the biggest 
prices paid for Holsteins have been 
paid for bull calves not yet a year 
old and the oldest and wisest Hol- 
stein breeders unhesitantly — select 
young bulls to place at the head of 
their herds, breeding them to 100 or 
150 of their best. cows every year 
would hardly show that there was 
much danger in using an untried bull. 

In selecting a young herd sire 


this is blind adherence to the record 
of the dam, because it is 30 or 40 
pounds without taking other factors 
into consideration will in time work 
to the detriment of the breed and 
can not too strongly be condemned. 
While we would prefer the dam of 
a bull to be a high tester, if she made 
her high tests in vearly work we 
would discount any percentage of fat 
over four and one-half per cent for 
seven days as being abnormal and not 
likely to be the true indication of a 
cow’s natural test. We would de- 
mand that the dam of the bull make 
a 30-day record and would not buy 
a bull out of any cow no matter how 
large her seven-day record if she 
could not finish out her test for a 
month. It happens only too often 
that a cow will test five per cent or 
six per cent for seven days and _ will 
not be giving three per cent milk at 
the end of the month and her record 
is never reported for more than sev- 
en days.

inspect the dam of a bull as to her 
individuality for if she is “wasp 
waisted” or carries a poor udder it is 
likely that her sons will have .such 
daughters also. 

In regard to color it is hard to 
give a definite answer as the locality 
in which the breeder is situated is 
of great importance. Here in Cali- 
fornia there is a strong demand for 
white or nicely marked bulls among 
the grade dairymen, and it is some- 
times hard to get rid of a black bull. 
In other parts of the United States 
there is little preference between the 
white and the black. 

We have noticed, however, that 
many of the biggest breeders have 
taken care to see that their herd 
sires were nicely marked and_ have 
made money by it for the reason 
that their offspring were easier to 
sell. There is no doubt but a 
Holstein evenly marked is a hand- 
somer animal in general than a Hol- 
stein that is mostly black and also 
takes a better photograph. If a bull 
is black but has fairly white ancestry 
he should not be _ discriminated 


e is in good 


against especially if the herd is nicely 
marked, but it is well to stay clear 
of the bull that is black, and that 





comes from black ancestry unless one 
has very light females to breed him 
on to. 

The tendency of the breed is gen- 
erally towards the black and while 
it is easy to get a herd that will be 
mostly black it is sometimes difficult 
to get out of the “rut” and have a 
nicely marked herd again.

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Michigan Dairymen Adopt New 
Constitution 


For the past three years there has 
been discussed among the leaders 
in Michigan dairying a movement to 
make the Michigan Dairymen’s Asso- 
ciation more completely representa- 
tive of every branch of the industry 
in this state. The association, when 
established 33 years ago was pro- 
vided with a constitution and by-laws 
well suited to the character -of the 
dairy industry at that time, but mean- 
while no less than a dozen state wide 
dairy organizations have come into 
existence, each devoted to a particular 
branch of the industry. 


Numerous patchwork amendments 
to the original constitution and_ by- 
laws have been made from time to 
time for the purpose of giving recog- 
nition to each newly formed branch 
organization, but for several years it 
has been recognized that these efforts 


; were not entirely adequate. All of 


the branch organizations, except 
those of the purebred cattle breeders, 
continued to hold their annual meet- 
ings in connection with the annual 
convention of the Michigan Dairy- 
men’s Association, yet, under the 
existing plan of government, it was 
impossible to give all- of these or- 
ganizations a voice in the manage- 
ment of the association’s affairs. 


It was for the purpose of obviating 
this “taxation without representation”

this meeting a committee was 2 ' 
pointed, consisting of the president of 
each branch organization, that wa 
authorized to formulate a new co . 
stitution and by-laws and to singel 
the articles under which the associa- 
tion was incorporated in 1895. This 
committee was instructed to make its 
report at an adjourned meeting of 
the membership of the association 
to be held on July 2, at Lansing ’ 

The committee, in preparing the 
revised constitution and by-laws 
worked with the general idea of turn. 
ing the Michigan Dairymen’s Asggo- 
ciation into a sort of “holding corpor- 
ation” in which the presidents of the 
various organizations were to con- 
stitute the sole membership. At the 
meeting held on July 2, the fact was 
quickly brought out that such a plan 
would fail ‘to give representation to 
all interests concerned because it 
made no provision for the thousands 
of dairymen in the state who are not 
affiliated with any of the existing or- 
ganizations. 


As it was recognized that every 
effort should be made to better the 
condition of these unaffiliated dairy- 
men at this time, the revised consti- 
tution and bv-laws, as adopted, pro- 
vide that every producer in that state 
shall be an honorary member of the 
association. It was also decided to 
reduce the membership fee from $1.00 
per year, as formerly, to 50c. 

The board of directors, under the 
new constitution, consists of the 
presidents of the various organiza- 
tions, as follows:

Each of the members of the above- 
named organizations is represented 
on the board of the general associa- 
tion by the president of his organi- 
zation. However, each of these mem- 
bers, in order to vote at the annual 
meeting, must join the Michigan 
Dairymen’s Association and pay the 
membership fee of 50c. It was pointed 
out that the branch organization that 
could muster the largest attendance 
at any annual meeting could easily 
elect members of their own organi- 
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ffice of president, = 

i and secretary-treasurer 0 
ner association. In answer 
ms this, the fact was mentioned that 
the ordinary dairymen of the state 
possessed the same privilege; that they 
outnumber the total membership of 
all of the allied organizations, five to 
one, and could therefore elect officers 
of their own choosing whenever they 
cared to become electors by joining 


the association at any annual meet- 


zation to the o 


The new plan of government, there- 
fore, gives all persons an opportunity 
to join the Michigan Dairymen’s As- 
sociation on payment of the member- 
ship fee of 50c. Members of the var- 
jous allied organizations must join the 
Michigan Dairymen’s Association if 
they care to vote for president, vice- 
president and secretary-treasurer but, 
if they do not care to join, they are 
given a voice in the government of 
the general association through the 
presidents of their respective organi- 
zations, acting as members of the 
board of directors. 

Previous to the recent adoption of 
the revised constitution and by-laws, 
all officers and directors were elected 
at the annual meeting in February or 
March for the fiscal year beginning 
the first of the following July. At the 
annual meeting held in Detroit last 
March, the committee appointed to 
draft a revised constitution and by- 
laws was instructed to report at an 
adjourned meeting to be held at Lan- 
sing, July 2. This adjourned meeting 
was held on the date named so that 
the new officers and directors, to be 
elected according to the provision of 
the new by-laws, if adopted, might 
take office immediately on the ex- 
piration of the terms of the old offi- 
cers. However, if the revised con- 


’ stitution and by-laws had not been 


adopted on July 2, the old officers 
and directors would have continued 
in office for another year. 

Certain members of the by-laws 
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committee failed to recognize the fact 
that they were authorized only to 
act as a committee instructed to make 
a report, subject to adoption or re- 
jection, by the membership of the 
Michigan Dairymen’s Association at 
the adjourned meeting on July 2. 
These committee members held a 
meeting in Lansing, early in April, 
and went through the form of elect- 
ing a president, vice-president and 
secretary-treasurer from among their 
own number—quite oblivious of the 
fact that the Michigan Dairymen’s 
Association was then fully equipped 
with officers whose terms did not ex- 
pire until July 1. Furthermore, in 
the event that the report of the com- 
mittee was not adopted; the same 
officers would continue to hold their 
jobs for another year. As events 
proved, the report of the committee 
was adopted only so far as it related 
to having the membership of the 
board of directcrs consist of the pres- 
idents of the various allied organi- 
zations. For reasons _ previously 
stated, the membership of the Dairy- 
men’s Association turned down the 
recommendation of the committee 
that the association should become 
merely a “holding corporation” with 
a membership limited to the _presi- 
dents of the allied organizations. 
Several pieces of news matter were 
sent out to the trade press, in each 
of which the names of the self- 
elected officers were mentioned. In 
justice to the president, thus elected, 
it should be said that he was _ not 
present at any of the meetings of the 
committee and his acceptance of the 
office was obtained through his mis- 
representation of the powers of the 
committee. As soon as the fact was 
brought to his attention that he had 
been elected to an office already 
filled, he promptly withdrew from any 
connection with the committee. The 
most humorous feature of the entire 
piece of blundering is that the secre- 
tary who staged the affair now claims 
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that he accepted his office only be- 
cause the president accepted his. 

At the meeting held at Lansing on 
July 2, a unanimous effort was made 
to induce the committee-elected 
president to become the real 
president of the association for the 
ensuing year. He refused, however, 
with the statement that he had re- 
cently been appointed to a place on 
the Hoover food preparedness board 
and could not spare the time. Roy 
F. Frary of Lapeer, president of the 
association for the past year, was 
then re-elected to that office. For 
vice-president, D. W. Shiel of Hills- 
dale, was elected by a unanimous vote. 
George H. Brownell, of Detroit, and 
Peter Van Allsberg of Coopersville, 
were nominated for the office of sec- 
retary-treasurer. The balloting re- 
sulted in the election of Mr. Brownell 
for the fifth year he has held the 
office of secretary. — 

At the conclusion of the Lansing 
meeting, C. D. Knapp, of Kalamazoo, 
stated that his home city would wel- 
come the next annual meeting of the 
association. As the 1916 meeting, 
held at Kalamazoo, was a great suc- 
cess, Mr. Knapp’s invitation was re- 
ceived with much favor. Other cities 
desirous of having the 1918 conven- 
tion are Battle Creek, Grand Rapids 
and Saginaw. A meeting of the newly 
organized board of directors will be 
held in the near future at which the 
question of a location for the 1918 
convention will be decided—George 
H. Brownell, secretary Michigan 
Dairymen’s Association.

capacity of 140. In all, we have about 
300 cows, but the rest are young, and 
never have had calves, and all that 


have been tested are junior and sen- 
ior two-year-old heifers. However,

the animals have been selected with 
a view to securing production of rich 
milk particularly. Most of the stock 
is young, though strong in high pro- 
ducing ancestry. There is one field 
wholly used for bred heifers, so that 
nearly a hundred calves are due to be 
born to the family of Manteca before 
December, and we have a great num- 
ber of heifers too young to be bred.” 

I feel, however, that the time has 
been well spent, for Mr. Dutter is well 
informed along the line of dairying, 
and especially Holstein dairying, and 
now he is calling my attention to one 
of the outstanding individuals of the 
herd among the older cows; Margil 
Nina Pink Pauline, born September 
20, 1916. She has a record of 30.15 
pounds of butter from 604.9 pounds of 
milk in seven days, and is a daughter 
of Minnie M’s Mollie. She is certainly 
a handsone creature and carries her- 
self with pride and dignity. 

In order to enumerate a few of 
those whose prominence in the social

Leisurely and sedately each walks 
to her stall and waits, patiently, but 
expectantly for her legs and udders to 
be carefully washed, when her own 
special milker in his spick and span 
uniform appears to milk her. 

At Manteca the milk is all made 
into cheese, and so, before leaving, we 
visited the factory, and while this is 
not a cheese story, I wish to say that 
had you been there and seen the per- 
fection of the plant, the absolute 
cleanliness that reigned there, and had 
sampled the cheese, you would have 
had-no room in your mind for doubt 
when told that they were consistent 
prize winners at all state exhibits. It 
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was there, too, that we found Mr. 
Kolbeck, cheesemaker and _ valient 
knight, who, earlier in the day, had 
rescued us from a disagreeable and 
easily a perilous position. 

The Holstein industry is very im- 
portant in the United States.

Meats generally contain less protein and 
besides have a certain amount of waste, such as bone and other 
inedible material. Cottage cheese can be made of skim-milk that 
would otherwise go to waste. After removing the cream for the 
coffee, the skim-milk that is not used for puddings, gravies, etc., can 
easily be made into cottage cheese.

CHEESE CHEAPER THAN MEAT 


“Store” cheese — more properly 
known as American cheddar—is more 
nourishing, pound for pound, than 
any meat and therefore should have 
a prominent place in the diet as a 
meat substitute, says a statement is- 
sued by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

“Few people in this country eat 
cheese in sufficient quantities for it 
really, to form an important part of 
the daily fare,” says the statement. 
“Indeed, it is used more often simply 
as an appetizer or as a seasoning for 
some other food. Nearly every one 
relishes good American cheddar or 
‘store’ cheese, but there is an im- 
pression that it is indigestible and 
constipating. Extensive digestion ex- 
periments carried on by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have demon- 
strated that more than 95 per cent of 
the protein of cheese is digested and 
90 per cent of its energy is available. 
Even when eaten in large quantities 
and for long periods, no case of indi- 
gestion, constipation, or other disturb- 
ance was observed in those who ate 
it.

It is usually true, 
Se, that where a sire of better 
than the ordinary breeding or where 
a purebred sire of good breeding has 
been used for a number of years, the 
results are always worthy of the ex- 
tra investment. ! . 

This has been proved very dis- 
tinctively in the Lodge Von Heim 
herd of Washington, which is owned 
by J.. von Herberg. Up to 1914, 
this herd consisted of grade Holsteins 
and was headed by a bull of excep- 
tional quality. He is still retained 
in the herd and is the sire of a large 
number of excellent producers. As 
the grades were disposed of and pure- 
breds were brought to the farm, there 
was one grade cow that was an ex- 
ceptionally good producer, and_ her 
heifer calves sired by grade bulls 
were only ordinary producers. 
In 1915 this cow produced a heifer 
calf that was sired by the above men- 
tioned bull.

Skim-milk is a waste product in 
many farm homes and it is not ap- 
preciated by people in cities and 
towns as a food. Two quarts of skim- 
milk contain about the same amount 
of energy as one quart of whole-milk. 
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At the same time this amount of 
skim-milk contains more than twice 
as much body building material as 
the quart of whole-milk. When 
whole-milk is selling for a given price 
per quart, about half that price will 
usually buy skim-milk which will fur- 
nish the same amount of energy and 
twice as much building material.—

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A Florida Dairy Herd 


. So many people wonder if the con- 
ditions in Florida warrant the develop- 
ment of the dairy business. After 
having visited and investigated condi- 
tions in ‘various parts of the United 
States, I decided, from my viewpoint, 
that Florida was the ideal state for 
the dairy industry and have proved 
this to be a fact from actual exper- 
ience. 

The climate is unsurpassable for 
both man and beast, and we have 
twelve months of every year in which 
to grow feed. How much healthier 
and more contented are cows that can 
be out in the fresh, pure air all day 
and night, too, the entire year, grazing 
on a good pasture or resting under a 
shady tree, than those that have to 
spend from three to six months of 
every year confined in a small stall in 
a barn. 

A fine pasture of bermuda grass can 
be had at a far less cost than the ex- 
pensive barns required in the colder 
climates. It can also be readily seen 
that a portion of the feed consumed 
by the cow in a cold country must go 
for fuel to supply bodily warmth. 

I selected a location for my dairy 
herd, near a lake (Doctor’s Lake), as 
cattle do much better where they can 
graze around a river or lake, and Flor- 
ida is abundantly supplied with rivers, 
lakes and small streams, so it is an 
easy matter for anyone to get a good 
location near water. 

My first start with dairy cows was 
about nine years ago, with two ordinary 
cows and one good grade Jersey cow, 
as I thought it best to go slow and 
gain some knowledge of the business 
by experience. I also subscribed for 
some good dairy magazines and read 
and studied them carefully. I also 
visited a number of the leading dair- 
ies not only around Jacksonville, but 
in other parts of the state, and there 
are a lot of them scattered around 
that are on a good paying basis. 

At present, my herd consists of 
fifteen good milkers and about twenty 
young heifers and two bulls; I have 
two different breeds, the Holstein and 
Jersey, both grades and purebreds and 
recently I purchased two registered 
Holsteins, as I believe in having the 
very best one can possibly obtain. 

The Holsteins are my favorites for 
several reasons: First, because they 
are the best milk producers. They

In my opinion, the best plan for 
building up and improving the dair 
herd is to get the best bull you ea) 
possibly afford. If you cannot afford 
a full-grown one, get a young calf and 
raise him. A great many think this is 
the better way, as the animal is used 
to his surroundings and more con- 
tented. 

To succeed best from a_ financial 
point of view, most of the feed must 
be raised on the farm, and that is an 
easy thing to do in Florida, where 
something can be growing the entire 
year, and with all the very best of 
fertilizer needed from the cow lot. 

Of course, a silo is almost a neces- 
sity and with your land in good con- 
dition from planting and turning un- 
der a good legume crop and using the 
good fertilizer, it is no trouble to fill 
one, and with your land in proper 
shape you need not fear a drought. 

After the corn has been cut, a fine 
crop of hay can be grown on the same 
land. There are several varieties of 
hay and grasses that can be, and are, 
grown successfully in this state and 
the native crab crass makes a fair 
grade of hay. 

The velvet bean is another good 
crop. I grind the pods and seeds and 
they help to balance the dairy feed. 
The vines are turned for the winter 
forage crops, of which there are sev- 
eral different kinds that can be profit- 
ably grown and not injured by frost. 

I take special pride in my _ rape 
patch that supplies the young calves 
and heifers with all the fresh green 
feed they require during the winter 
and, oh, how they go for it! One can 
almost see them grow. They are as 
fat and healthy a bunch of youngsters 
as one would want. 

Rye and oats are also planted for 
grazing purposes and Japanese cane 
yields good returns for the little labor 
necessary to grow it. It not only fur-

If the 
dairymen of New York state can make 
money (and they surely do) by ship- 
ping their cream to Jacksonville, why 
cannot those living in Florida do as 
well? The skim-milk is fed while still 
warm to the young calves and any sur- 
plus is given to the chickens and hogs: 
either or both being a good side line 
to carry. I get good returns from all 
the skim-milk fed and believe it to be 
more nutritious if fed while warm. 

One of the greatest blessings and 
the biggest boon-to the dairyman is 
that wonderful invention, the cream 
separator. No up-to-date dairy is 
without one now. I would not think 
of being without a separator if I only 
kept one or two cows. It is a big 
labor-saving device to the housewife 
also. 

How much cleaner and more sani- 
tary milk and cream are than as a 
result of the old-time method of set- 
ting the milk around in pans to let 
the cream rise and incidentally absorb 
all the germs and microbes in the 
vicinity. Butter made from separator 
cream is of a much finer quality and 
brings a better price than when cream 
is obtained in the old style way.

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A cream separator is very easy to 
operate—a child from ten to twelve 
years can turn one. Really, the only 
drawback to the dairy industry in 
Florida is the tick, and that is slowly 
but surely being exterminated, for we 
are rapidly becoming educated and en- 
lightened, and are, at last, realizing 
what a dreadful pest we have been 
raising and at what a big cost and 
frightful loss. 

It has been proved many times that 
a tick-infested cow will give a larger 
quantity of milk after having been 
freed of ticks. I have experimented 
on young calves; have taken two 
calves of exactly the same breed and 
size that were fed and treated exactly 
alike, with the exception that one was 
kept perfectly free of ticks. At the 
end of one year the one that had been 
kept tick free was a fine, big, healthy 
yearling and had been bred, while the 
other one was all of one-fourth 
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smaller in size and weight and not 
nearly so well developed. 

No other animal responds more 
readily to good care and kind treat- 
ment than the dairy cow and her off- 
spring. It always pays to give them 
the very best care and attention pos- 
sible.

Mention was made recently in 
these columns of the infant death 
rate annually of our United States. 
We who breathe God’s gracious air 
in the country may think our little 
children about immune as far as 
many of them helping to make up 
that 300,000 heart-breaking total, but 
let us not be too sure; let us not 
leave too much to nature for it is 
an unalterable fact that we contribute 
a small but shameful part of that 
figure. 

Country mothers, quite like un- 
thinking city mothers, too often are 
so overworked and busy that they 
allow their young to grow up like 
tough, thrifty weeds, and _ usually 
thanks to their strong, ingrown in- 
heritages, they arrive safely at last 
through the many perils of childhood 
which would kill a more delicate 
plant—or child. 

Are you in the habit of letting 
young Tommy there tap the cooky 
jar whenever his inclinations so lead 
him? 

Perhaps you are of the firm opinion 
that a young American boy and a 
cooky jar are closer than brothers 
and it would be a cruel and stingy 
mother who would separate the two. 
Nevertheless, if Tommy had _ been 
reared from babyhood to never think 
of cookies and “between meals” as 
one and the same thing, I am sure 
you would see the difference in his 
later digestive apparatus as well as his 
present immunity to stomach aches 
and the various mean little illnesses 
to which “lunching” children are in- 
evitably prone. Because I believe in 
feeding a child amply three or four 
times a day only; in sending those 
under five years to bed at 6 p. m.; 
in never taking them into crowded 
assemblages where there may be the 
least danger of contagious diseases 
lurking; in never feeding an infant 
under a year old one thing but his 
bottle of good Holstein milk on the 
tick every three hours, plus _ oat- 
meal gruel, white of egg and orange 
juice; in giving plenty of wholesome 
candy to children as a dessert only; 
in never feeding them pastries or indi- 
gestible meats, salads, etc. I have 
proved to my own satisfaction § so 
far, that the average child need never 
have a sick day, need never “catch” 
measles, whooping cough or any such 
often fatal diseases, and is on the 
straight and narrow path that leads 
to robust health, regular habits and 
happy later lives. The two things 
to which I pledge my children, now 
and forever, are regularity and Hol- 
stein milk. The two are a combina- 
tion which is hard to better if you de- 
sire youngsters built on a firm foun- 
dation. In summer when care should 
be redoubled, we find ourselves re- 
laxing our vigilance over Tommy, 
Mary and the baby and the result, 
if they are allowed to follow their 
own instincts in the matter of eat- 
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ing and hobnobbing with strange 
children and people, sometimes leads 
to these terrible summer ailments 
which result in death—quite like the 
carelessly reared children of the 
tenements. It is in summer usually 
that we of the country add our part 
to the sacrifice of the 300,000 babies. 

Just a slight sickness brought on 
by an over-indulgence in candy or. 
ice cream cones or over-ripe fruit or 
indigestible foods of any kind in 
very warm weather, menaces the lit- 
tle boy or girl whose mother thinks 
“such things” are perfectly right and 
natural. An ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure—but especial- 
ly in summer. If you can “deprive”

fed for ten months previous to, or in 
ing the time this record was made 
Another cow in the same herd had an 
average yearly record of 7.861 pounds 
of milk containing 292 pounds of fat 
She produced in one vear 9,138 pounds 
of milk and 339 pounds of butterfat 
and this highest year’s record of her 
life was made the year that she was 
given corn silage and alfalfa hay with- 
out a pound of grain. On this ra- 
tion she produced 39.2 pounds of milk 
and 1.34 pounds of butterfat per day 
for 56 days after freshening, 


“The average yearly production of 
the entire 12 cows in this herd was 
8,177 pounds of milk containing 287 
pounds of fat for the 365 days from 
freshening, their feed consisting of 
corn silage and alfalfa hay without 
any grain. They consumed during this 
year on the average 39.2 pounds of 
corn silage and 15.3 pounds of alfalfa 
hay per day and in addition an aver- 
age of 1,579 pounds of green soiling 
crops during the year. The soiling 
crops consisted of oats and peas cut 
green during the fore part of July 
and green corn in the autumn after 
the silo was filled. As these soiling 
crops contained a large amount of 
moisture, they would probably make 
the equivalent of about 450 pounds of 
hay and corn fodder. No grain was 
fed to these cows during the year 
these records were made. The corn 
silage was made from heavily eared 
corn. Several of the cows in this herd 
were kept for six years very largely 
on corn silage and alfalfa hay, a small 
amount of grain being fed when they 
were fresh and producing over 25 
pounds of milk per day, and most of 
them made good records during the 
six years. 

“T think this is sufficient data to 
show the milk producing ability of a 
ration composed of corn silage and 
alfalfa hay without grain. It must be 
distinctly understood that I am not 
and never have recommended feeding 
no grain to a cow capable of producing 
more than 20 pounds of milk a day, 
and if she is capable of producing 
over 40 pounds of milk a day she 
should be fed a heavy grain ration. 
But this means that the average dairy 
cow does not need to be fed grain for 
more than three to six months after 
freshening if she is fed all the good 
corn silage and legume hav she can 
consume, as these are much cheaper 
feeds than grain, and are certain to 
remain so in the future unless the 
population of the. world is greatly re- 
duced from what it is at present.

BILLION BUSHELS OF WHEAT 
NEXT YEAR. 


The production of over 1,000,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat and _ over 
83,000,000 bushels of rye, through the 
planting of 47,337,000 acres to winter 
wheat and of 5,131,000 acres of rye 
this fall, is the immediate war agri- 
cultural program for the nation an- 
nounced today by David F. Houston, 
secretary of agriculture. This record 
winter wheat acreage, an increase of 
18 per cent over last year, would 
yield 672,000,000 bushels if the aver- 
age yield for the past ten years is 
equaled, or under a repetition of the 
favorable conditions of 1914 would 
give 880,000,000 bushels. In_ either 
case, with a spring wheat crop next 
year equal to that of 1915, the nation 
will have more than 1,000,000,000 
bushels of wheat for domestic use 
and export. 

This vastly increased production of 
wheat, needed in any case, will be 
absolutely essential to prevent a 
serious shortage of breadstuffs next 
summer should the growing corn, 
now behind the season, be much 
damaged by early frosts.

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The program approved b 
retary of agriculture la Ms ‘te 
best thought of the United States 
Department of Agriculture and of 
state agricultural officials and stat 
councils of defense. . 

The study of this question has in- 
volved many factors and the special- 
ists have been aware from the first 
that the demands for wheat may ex- 
ceed the supply next year. Effort 
therefore has been made to recom- 
mend in each state about as large 
an acreage in wheat and rye as can 
be sown without upsetting proper 
farm practice, which must be main- 
tained in the interest of wheat and 
rye crops this and succeeding years 
as well as in the interest of other 
necessary spring-planted crops which 
are not discussed in detail at this time 
as they are not food crops in which 
a marked shortage exists. 

The estimates, the department 
states, are made with the knowledge 
that there is some shortage of the 
fertilizer supply, but with the under- 
standing that there will be no general 
shortage in the supply of seed or of 
farm machinery which is necessary in 
the production of the wheat crop. It 
is understood also that ample trans- 
portation facilities will be provided 
and a fair price of wheat will be es- 
tablished. These factors have been 
assumed as fixed and_ satisfactory. 
If any one or more fail to be adjusted 
in good time, no person can tell how 
serious will be the effect on the total 
crop. 

The planting and cultivation of 
these increased acreages of fall-sown 
grains calls for unusual effort on the 
part of the farmers. Plans to place 
at the disposal of' farmers all assist- 
ance possible are being perfected in 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, the state colleges of agri- 
culture, and other state and _ local 
agencies which co-operate in farm- 
ing matters. The assistance of suc- 
cessful growers of wheat and rye 
in a campaign to turn out -bumper 
crops in 1918 is assured. 

The state officials will do their ut- 
most to get the acreages expected of 
their states into the ground. The 
program, as originally worked out by 
the Federal Department of Agricul- 
ture, called for somewhat more than 
44,000,000 acres to be sown this fall. 
When this proposal was presented to 
the officials of the several states a 
further increase was considered pos- 
sible and desirable by them. As a 
consequence the recommendation for 
the sowing of 47,337,000 acres is 
made.

LENGTH OF LACTATION 
PERIOD. 





The gestation period for a cow is 
about 280 days. In practice, dairy- 
men have found that it is best for 
a cow to drop a calf only once in 
12 months. This tends to de- 
velop the habit of a long milking 
period, and results in the production 
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of more vigorous calves. The cow 
should be given a rest of six weeks 
to two months between milking pe- 
riods. During the rest she will put 
on fat and build up her body gen- 
erally preparatory to the next, milk- 
ing period. Cows which are given 
a rest will produce more milk and 
their calves will be larger and strong- 
er at birth than if they are milked 
up to the time of calving. 

The length of time which a cow 
will milk depends very largely upon 
the length of her first milking pe- 
riod. While the tendency for a long 
milking period is supposed to be 
hereditary in dairy cattle, they are 
also creatures of habit. A_ heifer, 
therefore, should be milked up to 
within two months of her next lacta- 
tion period, whether or not she gives 
enough milk to pay for the time and 
trouble of milking her—University 
of Arizona.

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FERTILIZING FALL WHEAT. 

Acid phosphate is the best fertil- 
jzer to use in preparing for the fall 
wheat crop under conditions usually 
found on New York farms, according 
to the state college of agriculture, 
which has issued the following state- 
ment on fertilizers for fall wheat: 
When winter wheat follows oats, 
me fertilizer is needed, at least on 
soils of average fertility. Farm ma- 
nure is deficient in phosphate. Acid 
phosphate therefore is the material 
most desired in preparation for the 
wheat crop. é 

With the present prices for the pot- 
ash carrying materials it will not pay 
to use these substances. Some of the 
ready-mixed fertilizers put out by 
manufacturers today contain one per 
cent of potash. As this amounts to 
only four or five pounds per acre in 
an ordinary application it is doubtful 
whether the benefit to the crop will 
offset the increased cost of the fertil- 


izer.

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Under existing circumstances the fall 
application for wheat may, in nearly 
all cases, be acid phosphate applied at 
the rate of one hundred to one hun- 
dred and fifty pounds per acre. In very 
poor land two or three per cent of 
nitrogen in addition is advisable. This 


’ will give the crop a better start and 


a larger root system and enable it 
better to go through the winter.

2. The premises of all daj 
should be regularly inspected fa a 
sanitary conditions. The cleanliness 
of the cows, stables, dairy house nal 
utensils should be carefully noted. 
The cleanliness observed in drawing 
the milk and the proper cooling val 
bottling of the milk should be beyond 
criticism. A score card for the regu- 
lar scoring of all dairies will aid in 
finding and pointing out defects 
Every dairy supplying the public with 
milk should have adequate and sani- 
tary equipment and should use decent- 
ly clean methods in handling the milk 

3. A Babcock test of milk and cream 
should occasionally be made to see if 
these products comply with the legal 
requirements. Simple tests for adul- 
teration by watering and skimming 
can be made with a lactometer. The 
sediment test should be applied fre- 
quently to see if the milk is clean. 

4. When a contagious disease ap- 
pears on a dairy farm the milk should 
be excluded from the city. No milk- 
man should be allowed to take back 
empty bottles from a home where 
there is a contagious disease. 

All large cities should have a com- 
plete milk ordinance covering all fea- 
tures of milk and food control. Prov- 
vision should be made for a_ well 
equipped laboratory and a competent 
inspector. 

While it is true that a great many 
cities, or perhaps nearly all, have reg- 
ulations of some sort, many do not go 
at it in the right way. This assertion 
might on the face appear as upholding 
the consumer, but when it is known 
that milk is clean from every stand- 
point, it will be more in demand and 
will therefore command better prices. 


INOCULATION NOT ALWAYS 
NECESSARY. 


False impressions have led many 
people to believe that legumes must 
be inoculated every time the crop is 
seeded. Fortunately, such a practice 
is not necessary, but one should 
know when inoculation should be 
practiced. There is no simple test 
by which one can tell whether in- 
oculation is necessary. If the legume 
is planted in a certain field and the 
roots develop no nodules, inoculation 
will be needed; but if modules are 
found on nearly every plant, then in- 
oculation will not be necessary. 

Where cowpeas and clovers have 
been grown for many years, it is not 
necessary to inoculate them except 
under special conditions. On the 
other hand, alfalfa, sweet clover and 
soybeans, because they have been less 
extensively grown, usually require 
inoculation. Any legume crop will 
be benefited by inoculation when 
planted on a given field the first time, 
and sometimes it may be advisable to 
inoculate common red clover even 
thought it is not considered a new 
crop in many states. When a field 
has once been inoculated with a par- 
ticular strain of nodule-forming bac- 
teria no further inoculation is needed 
for the corresponding legume if it is

resown in that field within four or 
five years. 

Usually each legume has its par- 
ticular strain of bacteria and no other 
kind will form nodules. Alfalfa and 
sweet clover are an exception, and 
the same kind of bacteria lives on 
both these plants, consequently alfal- 
fa can be inoculated from sweet 
clover and sweet clover from alfalfa. 
Vetches and peas also cross-inoculate 
and one crop forms nodules in the 
soil where the other has_ recently 
grown. These two cases are common 
exceptions, while other legumes such 
as cowpeas, soybeans and clovers de- 
mand their particular kind of bacteria, 
and form no nodules by _ bacteria 
from other crops. 

The University of Missouri College 
of Agriculture is prepared to furnish 
inoculating material for alfalfa at cost 
to those who desire it for fall seed- 
ing.

This can best 
be accomplished by turning a running 
hose into the blower. The amount of 
water to be used will depend on the 
rate of filling. Aim to make the cut 
fodder moist enough to pack down 
solidly. 

Farmers who are making their first 
use of silos this fall in order so save 
all they can of the short feed supply 
will do well to give close attention to 
the matter of cutting the corn at the 
proper time. An error then may mean 
feed wasted instead of feed conserved. 
And feed conserved will help win the 
war. ee 


MARKET SKIM-MILK AS COT. 
TAGE CHEESE. 

One hundred pounds of skim-milk 
should yield at least 15 pounds of 
cottage cheese which should retail at 
10 to 15c a pound. This would give 
the farmer $1.50 to $2.25 a hundred 
for skim-milk. However, if the 
farmer does not produce enough 
skim-milk to enable him to make 
cottage cheese in a commercial way 
he can at least supply his own table 
with this wholesome food. 

The following suggestions for mak- 
ing cottage cheese are offered by the 
University of Missouri College of 
Agriculture: Hold fresh, clean skim- 
milk at a temperature of 68 to 70 
degrees Fahrenheit until it is well 


curdled. This will require about 24 
hours. Break the curd into large 
pieces of fairlv uniform size. Heat 


the curd gently until the tempera- 
ture reaches 90 to 94 degrees Fahren- 
heit. Hold it at this temperature 
until the whey clears. Heating too 
rapidly is detrimental to the texture 
of the cheese. The process should 
consume 30 to 40 minutes. When the 
whey has become well separated 
draw it off and hang the curd in 
cheese cloth to drain. The curd should 
not be sloppy but should be fairly 
moist after it has drained. Salt to 
taste. About one ounce of thick 
cream to each pound of cheese will 
improve the quality.

HE WORKED HIS IDEA. 

There are instances where a man’s 
success is recognized in his own com- 
munity but it is commonlv the case 
is just the opposite. Everyone 
knows how true it is that when some 
man decides that the thing to do in 
order to be successful, speaking of the 
dairy business, is to get a few ani- 
mals of high merit that he may have 
the right kind of a foundation on 
which to broaden his breeding opera- 
tions. These animals naturally cost 
him considerably more than the com- 
mon kind and he is the object of ridi- 
cule. 

This last remark may not be appli- 
cable to the distinguished Holstein 
breeder, J. B. Irwin, but it is known 
that he is “looked up to” in his com- 
munity. The following from the 
Minneapolis Journal is crediting a 
man that is deservin~ of credit and 
for that reason it is being reproduced 
here. It is headed “One Well Worked 
Idea,” and is as follows: 

“Not 50 miles from Minneapolis is 
a certain dairying district where white 
farm houses and large red Dutch 
roofed barns with substantial silos

abound; and surrounding them grain 
fields are sandwiched with fields of 
clover, alfalfa and silage corn. 
“Here the traveller in a ten-mile 
drive will scarcely be out of sight of 
a herd of black and white cows. Here 
and there is a herd of mongrel color 
but these have a mixture of the black 
and white. Many herds show no 
color but the black and white. 
“This wide planting of the Holstein 
dairy cow, and in a large measure the 
thrift of this dairy district is primarily 
due to the work of one man. 
“Twenty years ago this man _ be- 
came possessed of the belief that the 
Holstein cow was the best dairy cow 
for his neighborhood, and that not 
only his neighborhood but he himself 
would prosper better if every cow in 
the widest possible area about him 
were black and white. He never 
doubted the wisdom of his conclusion 
and he never let anyone else doubt 
if possible to convince him to the 
contrary. He showed his faith by 
buying Holsteins for his own farm. 
He persuaded farmers to do the same. 
He kept trace of all the black and 
white cows in the neighborhood, and 
when one was offered at public or 
private sale, he was there. At pub- 
lic sales he bid on no color but black 
and white, no matter how good the 
animal, and he never let that color 
lack for a bidder, nor did he ever let 
a good specimen sell at a low price. 
“When farmers learned that there 
was always sale at good figures for 
black and white cattle, they began to 


eee 


seek black and white cattle. Ere long 
the milking and selling fame of this 
stock spread about this district, and as 
a result the district has become famous 
as the home of Holstein cows. Prize 
herds and world’s record milkers are 
now to be found there; and buyers 
from distant parts are coming here 
to buy Holstein cows in carlots, 
Many of these great red barns have 
been built by these great black and 
white cows. 

“The point of this story is the pow- 
er over a community’s fortunes of 
one man possessed with one workable 
and well worked idea. This man need 
not be less a well rounded man or all 
’round business man because he con- 
centrated on this one idea; nor be- 
cause he scattered his effort over a 
wide area instead of concentrating on 
the area within his own farm line 
fences. ‘There is that which scatter- 
eth and yet increaseth; and there is 
that which withholdeth more than is 
meet, but it tendeth to poverty.’ 

“Appleseed Johnny and Peter Gid- 
eon did not live as this man has to 
share largely in the community pros- 
perity which he created. But their 
work was as worthy and as great a 
success for all that.”

HAVE YOU A CREAM THIEF ON 
YOUR FARM? 

Forty-four farmers in nine Minne- 
sota cow testing associations keep a 
“cream-thief” in their dairy. Many 
farmers have noor boarder cows, 
though no farmer should have a sep- 
arator that wastes butterfat. 

During July 17 farmers in nine of 
the Minnesota cow testing associations 
had their cream separators tested. 
This is done by taking a sample of 
the skim-milk tested by the Babcock 
test in a special test bottle. The re- 
ports show that a large amount of 
valuable butterfat is being lost on 
Minnesota dairy farms. Butterfat in 
July was worth $800 to $900 a_ ton. 
One farmer with ten cows was losing 
$1.45 a day from his “cream thief sep-

Based upon the prices quoted on 
mixed carlots, f. 0. b. any station, 
taking the Rochester freight rate, the 
New York state college of agriculture 
recommends the following dairy ra- 
tions for August: 

Mixture 1—400 pounds distillers’ 
grains; 500 pounds gluten feed; 
pounds hominy; 500 pounds wheat 
bran; 200 pounds oil meal. 

Mixture 2—500 pounds malt sprouts; 
500 pounds wheat bran; 500 pounds 
gluten feed; 500 pounds hominy. . 

Either of these two mixtures will 
supply a balanced ration in combina- 
tion with green feeds, according to 
the college, which states that oats may 
be used with either mixture if they 
are available.
